DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-10,14, 15 .nd 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Eckel et al. 5.672,645. 

3. The reference has been discussed already. The particle size range of the graft 
copolymer disclosed in the reference overlaps applicants' claimed particle size range. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-6. 8-10 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Eckel et al. 5.672. 645. in view of Serini et al. 4.172.103 or Bodinger 
et al. 5,849,827. 

6. Eckel et al. and Bodinger et al. have been discussed already. Serini et al. teach 
polycarbonate and graft copolymer in claim 1 . other additives in column 8, lines 4-30, 
and particle size range of the graft copolymer (rubber), in column 5, lines 42-63. The 
range is 0.01-20 microns, preferably 0.01-10 microns. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art. at the time the invention was made, to use the graft 
copolymer of Serini et al., in the composition of Eckel et al., in order to improve the 
gloss, toughness and weld strength of the resulting composition. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 /1 3/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Said are arguments are faulty. The particle size ranges shown by both 
Eckel et al. and Bodinger et al. overlap applicants' claimed particle size range. One 
common point in a range results in anticipation. Unexpected results in a subrange do 
not obviate an anticipation rejection. The rejections are maintained.
